' By this instrument, the only docu- 
ment produced by America as a fep*a|' 
oi the French decides» it appe#s be* 
yond a possibility of doubt or cavil» that 
the alleged repeal ot the Frenph de' 
orees was conditional^ as Great-Britain 
had asserted ; and not absolute%r final, 
45 had been maintairifcdty America i 
that they were nor repeal^ at the time 
they were staled to be repealed by the 
American government | that they were 
not repealed in conformity with a pro­ 
position simultaneously made to both 
belligerents, but that in consequence of 
a previous act on the pari of the Ameri­ 
can government, they were repealed in 
lavoi of one belligerent to the prejudice 
oi the other \ that ihe American govern* 
inent having adopted measures restric­ 
tive upon the commerce i f both belli­ 
gerent, in consequence of edicts issued 
by both, rescinded these measures as 
they affected that power which was the 
Aggressor» whilst they put them in full 
operation against >the party aggrieved ; 
although the edicta of both powers con­ 
tinued in force ; and lastly, that they 
exctlded the ships of war belonging to 
o^e belligerent, whilst they admiue 
into their porta and harbors the ships o 
vyar belonging to the other, in violation 
of one of the plainest and most essential 
duties of a neutral nation. 


Although the instrument thus pro-* 
duced was by no mean» that general and 
unqualified revocation ot the Berlin and 
Milan Decrees, which Grcat»firitain
